5* With reference to the feasibility of evaluating program 
effectiveness , the Gossoittee made no recommendations since the 
responsibility on such matters lies with OCB. 

6. With reference to the third objective of the paper (i.e., 
the extent of Jamming activities we say direct toward the Soviet 
Bloc), the Committee feels that liaison requirement between CIA 
and Department of Defense depends greatly upon support by USA, 
and that if this element remains in the BSC paper, appropriate 
wording should point this up. 

7* With reference to the fourth objective of the paper, it 
was suggested that it be worded in such a way as to reflect the 
need for monitoring of both domestic and foreign radio usage, and 
that the requirement of support by HSA of the foreign radio fre- 
quency usage file be made explicit.
